Our Commorce for 1872-3, 


From tho Monetary Timos, 


We aro now in a position to lay before 
ourrendere tho total returns of the com 
merce of Canada for the your ending the 
80th of June last, and we wuat confers to 
some little surprizo at the results, During 
each of the three preceding yoars, there was 
60 large nn Increase in (he volume of our 


annual transactions that it would not have 
boon a matter of surpriso if 1872-3 had hot 
exceeded the results of the previous yoar, 
But instead of this, tho year was marked 
by great commercial activity, for the returns 
show another and largo expansion in the 
transaotions of tho country. 

Thy totalivaluo of our exports amounted 
to $00,610,573, and our imports to tho im« 
meneo amount (all thinga considered) of 
$120,680,528, This makes tho total an- 
nual commerce of the Dominion, $217,197, 
008, and is an increase of no loss than 
$26,848,817 over the previous year. 

Tho rapidity with which the business of 
the country has expanded during the last 
four years is not only surprising, but may 
be regarded as a just source of pride to our 
people. This will bo scen at a glance by 
the following figures, which show the in- 
crease in Our totul transactions (both 1m- 
porta and exports) during each of the past 
four years ;—

During these four years, the expansion 
has been no less than $92,802,760, or at the 
rate of nearly twenty-three and a halt mil 
lions of dollara during each twelve moatiia!

I mentioned in my last letter that I had 


been so fortunate as to obtain # perfect 
specimen of the deyil-fisb, Since that I 
have bad it photographed, and have ex- 
amined and measured it carefully. It evix 
dently belongs to the gigantic species of 
cuttle fish, but 18 not full grown, being, as 
it is thought here, about two or three yeara 
old, A very promising imp, however, it 
is. Its body is eight feet in lengtli, and, 
when in tho water, must have been at least 
five feet in clrcumference, The arms are 
ten in number, radiating from the head, 
und in the middle of the central mass isthe 
powerful beak, about the size of an ordin~ 
ary man’s fist. The eyes are on each side of 
the central mass, and are four inclies in 
diameter, very dark and beautiful, and sur- 
rounded by a white circle. Two of the 
arms are 24 feet im length, nearly three 
inches in diameter, and armed near their 
broadened extremities with rows of power 
ful sucking disks, having sharp denticula- 
ted edges. The eight arms are each six feet 
in length, and atthe junction with the 
head are nine inches in circumference, 
tapering to a fine point, and covered entire« 
ly on the under surface with rows.of pow, 
erful suckers, ‘all denticulated. Connected 
with the body, which is but a huge edck or 
stomach, are two, tubes or funnels, one for 
ejecting the inky fluid, of whichit manu- 
factures unlimitedquantities, und the/other 
for drawing in and expolling the water 
which it uses, as other ‘fisl, for breathing 
purposes, The'water is admitted by valves, 
and thes when the oxygen’ is extracted, 
forcibly expelled through this tube, When 
driven out with great force the ré-action of 
the surrounding medium enables the crea- 
ture to dart backward with great rapidity.

We Cannot prevent such a result; and that 
it is too much to expect people to sacrifice 
the convenience, comfort and accom-

The desire of the Onnadian 
people to remain in connection witb, 
and. a8 ao integral portion of, the 
British Empire, has ita root in something 
far stronger than either tradition or ro- 
and to maintain this connection, 
they are prepdred to make great sacrifices; 
but it go happens thet in this case the 
sacrifice would have to be made and en~ 
countered, not by putting through a costly 
line of railway over British territory from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific, but by refrain- 
ing from the work, To acquiesce and act 
upon the idea that the * North Pacific road 
would serve ail purposce’ would be to con~ 
demo the great fortile plains of Canuda 
to comparative solitude, and its inbabitants 
to inaction sod hindrance at every turn. 
“To show this requires nothing more 
than » pliin ptatement in a few sentencee. 
“ The matin line of the North Pacific at 
no point of its route approaches within a 
hundred and fifty miles of British terrt 
tory, while in general it is at m much 
greater distance trom the boundary line, 
Supposing our great lakes blotted out, aud 
4 wilderness of a hundred aud fifty miles 
stretching along the whole border line of 
Ontario, would any ono argue that a rail 
way far down in Ponneylyania and New 
York would be quite sufficient to develop 
the resources of thiscountry, and that all 
Canadian lines would be really so much 
money thrown away? Yet such ano argue 
ment would not be #0 foolish and incon- 
clusive as whatis urged ngainst the con- 
siruction of a groat Canadian Trans Conti- 
nentul Railway, The proposed route for 
that undertaking is, on ao average, four 
hundred miles north of that vow being 
made from Duluth, and instead of being, 
asa large part of both the American lines 
must be,through an irrcolaimable desert, it 
runs through # country which, in fertiity 
andclimate, will compare fayorably with 
any part of the North American continent: 
‘When this bas been stated, nothing 
olde is necessary, Any person of ordinary 
intelligence can sco at a glango that a rail- 
way which nevor, throughout ite whole 
courses, comes within a hundred miles of 
tho border line of a country, can do very 
little ta develope the resources of tbat 
country. Itis better than nothing, bur 
that ia all that can bo said in ita beball, 
The immediatd territory through which it 
rune would be benofitted chiefly and in the 
firat place, and all beyond only incidental.

Canada Pacitio and Intercolonial

The Fate of Mr. Sandford Fleming's

The Ottawa Citizen of Saturday, 17th 
gives the following account of the 
disastrous fire fa that city on the proylous 
night: ~ 

Ottawa witnessed last night the most 
disastrous fire that hes ever occurred 
withio its limits, and one which will 
claim an important place in the angals of 
the Dominion, ‘The loss cannot be- esti 
mated at less thao one millionand a half 
dollars, besides eorlously delaying the 
conatraction ot our national ‘highway—the 
Canada Pacific Railwiy, “Nor is the logs 
confined to this work alone, for thé ‘Toter

I will support all measures for 
the improvement of tho condition of the 
people, but this end cannot bo attained by 
incessant harassing legislation. 
Tho English are governed by custome 
as much as by laws, and dislike unneces~ 
gary interference by a meddling adminis~ 
tration, It would have been better for the 
country if during the last five years the 
foreign policy of the Government had been 
a little more onergetic, and its domestic 
policy a little less 80.
